Elsew here Hie R egister prints cor­ 
respondence in regard to the kind of 
advertising that should 
be 
marked 
"adv ertisem en t” in accordance 
with 
the new postal laws. This correspond­ 
ence is published for the information 
of advertisers, that they may have ,t 
full understanding of 
the 
require­ 
m ents of tile law. 
The R egister be­ 
lieves thai the law is an excellent one. 
R eaders of a newspaper have a right 
to know what articles are paid for. 
It has been the custom of many new s­ 
papers to accept advertising to be run 
as new s 
notices. 
Oftentim es 
the 
chief virtue of the ad from the stand­ 
point of the advertiser was the tact 
that the reader m ight be fooled into 
thinking that the paper stood sponsor 
for i lie statem ents contained therein. 
The purpose of the new law 
is 
to 
m ake all advertisem ent- clearly rec 
ognizuble us such. 
H itherto 
many 
new spapers have marked paid w rite­ 
ups, reading notices, etc., by a dash 
at the beginning of the tirst paragraph 
or by some other distinguishing mark. 
T he trouble with that system was that 
a large proportion of the readers had 
no knowledge of the distinguishing 
mark. 
The new law requires that the 
word “ad v ertisem en t” appear in con­ 
nection with the paid reading notices, 
I hough nuder the opinion given Post­ 
m aster Shaw the rule seems not nec­ 
essarily to apply to liners, such as 
the m erchants, church societies and 
other organizations often use 
effec­ 
tively, for the reason that on their 
face tiiey are clearly advertisem ents. 
Most patent medicine ad- are easily 
recognized as such. yet occasionally a 
clever schem er gets out a line of read ­ 
ing notices that but few except drug­ 
gists and physicians immediately eau 
see 
through. 
Such 
advertisem ents j 
certainly are covered by tile spirit and 
the letter of the new postal law.
